so-ealled riglit-fu-work" laws are 
to organized labijr^ but [lerhaps we 
need additional ammnniticui to eon- 
vinee onr friends ami mughhors 
that tin* law aetually works to tlic 
iUdrimmt of all the eitizens of mir 
ismntry. 

lien* are a fi*w ty\' the faets in 
the ease against these laws. 

First, a definition. These laws 
are simple ones with one idjjeetive 
— they outlaw all forms of union 
seen r it y aiTimgeiiu'iits eustonmrily 
worked out in eolleetive hargnining 
by labor and managermuit. In 
states with *"right-to-work'^ laws, 
any agnvmeiit hetwecui employees 
and I'mployers, uiuler whiidi any 
worker is recj Hired to join a unit fin 
is illegab 

Those wdio are ]U'omoting this 
legislaUou defend It on grounds 
that sound phi us i hie on the surfuee 
aiifl inauy weibnieaning people have 
been misled by their arguments. 
They c*x plain that tlim* laws guar- 
antee a |iersf»iFs right to work. In 
some states I he law earries the 
Wfirds. "‘right of persons to work/’ 

Xinv let’s rt*ad hetn^eeu the lint»s. 
Is thi.s "‘inherent right*' its firopo- 
nents speak of imdtided in emr 
stitntioii or Hill of Rights? Xo, it 
is not. and no uneinployefl [lerHon 
ean possibly use tliis “ right -to- 
wemk'* right tf) el aim n job with any 


hu.sint*ss eoneenu The worker still 
has to loiuife a vaeaiit job, t|ualify 
for the jffh, and be seleeteiL Onee 
he is eiufdoyed he ean still be dis- 
e barged for tlisadjetlienee, ineffi- 
ideiiev t>r any other reason, and 
laid-otf at any time that the eom- 
paiiy's biisttiess deeliues. The high- 
stnimlitig law dwsii’t eliange those 
faets one* iota. 

Aetually then, what is the motive 
behind I he laws! They were de- 
signed for one purpose only — to 
weaken labor unions and ti> lower 
sTandarils of wages and tvorking 
efuiditimis. It lia.s long been a faet 
and eertafnly business men are the 
first to nuilize it. that unions hniltl 
better wages ami eonditioiis, first 
for their own members — hut by bet- 
tering tlunr wcu*king hd, graclually 
the lot of nff working men and 
women is improved- Wlien all 
working people enjoy a good liveli- 
UochI. they are able to buy goods 
and servic*es produeed, and we Iiave 
a prosfu^rmis emuitw". Then* are 
scmie fair-mimletl business men who 
realize this— onr eiu plovers in the 
Xational Kleelrie Contraetors Ass4> 
eiation for exainpli^— who stood be- 
side* us some seven years ago find 
fc Might against the passage of the 
Tafldlarthw Ael^ stating elearly 
that they jireferred a elosed shop 
and tile seeiirity and f)rotc*etion 
they felt it brought to thi*ir indus- 
try. Hut many more business men 
c'aiiuof see the forest for the trees. 
Tliey strike out at union seenrity 
in order to destroy hargaining 
strength that wages will go down 
and profits for Iheni-Helves will go 
up — for I he numient at least. The 
means tht*y tis<* are the stale ‘‘right- 
to-work*' laws, whieh aetually 
mean right-to-work for nothing.”

mi rity. The imion is required by 
law to represtuit — not just union 
inembiu's — but all workers in the 
har^Erainiiii^ unit. If all workers re- 
reiv<* the wa^^e itiereases, shorler 
liours^ fjenhli anti welfare beiieiits, 
vaeations, ete,, obtaineil by The 
imion tliroii^h eojleetive bargaining 
etToHs uf the union, it follows then 
that it is only fair for all to pay 
Hie dues whieh support the miioii 
and ket‘p it going. 

Now let’s t'oiisider another argu- 
ment against the ^^right-to-work” 
law. There's an old adage* '^tlie 
fmad’ of tlie pudding is in the eat- 
ing.” I^roponents of the ‘Mdglit-to- 
work” laws say that the bills will 
f»el[i the worket's — bring more em- 
ploymeni, give more pe«>ple work. 
Let ’s take a look at the slates whieh 
have the law on their books. Per 
ea|iiTa int'Oine all over the ITiiTed 
States averaged .i=l,T09 in 
And what was the per eapita ineome 
in th(* states where* if we an* will- 
ing 1o ”eall a sjiade* a spade,” the 
“right-to-seab” laws exist? Ft was 
$8;]4 in Mississippi, $949 in Arkan- 
sas, $1,(144 in A la llama, $T,01)o in 
South Carol ina. These are all 
Sontheni states. All right* let’s 
look at a eon pie of states in the M itl 
West with the infamous law on their 
books, low'a’s per eiipita ineome 
was $1,518, well under the average 
and Nebraska's was $1*524, In 
every one of the 17 states living 
under the “riyrlit-to-work ” legisla- 
tion with the exeeption of one, Ne- 
vada (whieh bee a use of its low 
pojmlation ami its eoneeut ration of 
popuiatioii in two fkmrishi ng eities 
is rather unique among our states), 
the ineome failed to reaeh the na- 
tional avrwage. Tliat one faet, 
t'riends, to us speaks volumes. 

Now they always say in present- 
ing an argnnuuit, it is well to devi- 
ate cl bit fnmi ymw own side ami 
give a bit of expert testimony from 
neutral sourees* Here are wliat 
some other people believe regarding 
the “right-to-work” laws. 

Many of our people are ehimdi 
goers. Here are sfjiiie ofiinions from 
tfie tdergy taken from analyses of 
the laws made by them and rei-ently 
pnblisheii in the Maehinists’ weekly 
newspaper.

**kegler** comes to us from the 
UcrmaiiH. Pelde's l>ook denis \cifh 
the practice of early-day (Jennans 
who carried a cluh or pin, much 
like an Indian eluli for this era, 
known as n 'Mvi^gel/* which servetl 
as a general all-aroiiinl implement. 
It has heen proved that the .Monks 
enjoyed games of “Kegeling*^ 
wdthiii the (doistei^ of their monas- 
icHes as early as .VJh The 

way the Monks played the game — 
each placed his kegel in n group (it 
was eiislomary for elerics to carry 
ki^gids also) and then each rolhal 
a pehhlo at the group. In this 
earliest of howding contests, the 
one knocking iiver tlie most kegcls 
witli Ins pclihlu won the game. 

As time went cm, the game was 


playc^il with liirger ptdddes. Then 
especially slniped pins and w^ooden 
Italls snpplanted the old kegels and 
the pchhles. Definite rules wTre 
chw’elojH'd to govern t!ie game hnt 
they differed fiTun eity to city. 
Only three phis ^vere used in sonic 
parts of Oerumny and in others as 
many ns IT were used. Hccords 
state that ^lartin Luther was an 
enthusiastic bowler. Nine pins 
made the idea! game for him and 
this is the number that was finally 
settled upon for the German game 
of IhjwIs. 

It is interesting to note that 
howding played such a prominent 
part ill tlie Uerimiii life of the 
Middle Ages, that many expres-

The first written mention of 
howling with pins is reeorded in 
Washington Irving’s story ^‘Hip

Howling at pins Ijeeame a most 
popular game in the A met lea of 
or tS40. ])ar1ieulaHy iii the 
New '\‘ork region and it spread 
from there llirnugh New England 
and southward 1o Wasliinglon. 
The game (»f nine-pins beeaTue so 
poimlar that a great onslaught of 
gambling misued, ami to fight this, 
several slates jiassed hnvs oiUbnv- 
ing bowling, 

^lauy gaud Tueti, who thoroughly 
enjoyed the game, sadly missed 
thiur sport td' nine pins. Then one 
of their immlnu's emieeived the idea 
of einm inventing the law' Ijy mak- 
ing up a game of fi n iiius. Then 
the lin'ti who timronghly enjivyinl 
ijowling as a st»ort and not as a 
gand)liug meduim* deelded to hold 
a meeling for the ]iurt)osi? t)f ereat- 
ing an organiznlioit wldeli would 
make the rules ami suiu'rvise the 
teu-]uu howling game. Idle rr^sult 
was tlie Ameriean IhuvHiig Con- 
gress organized Septemlier iK IHtto. 
at a iiumiug in Ib'ethoven Hall in 
New York. .Many of the foremost 
tU'oiumenls of Irowling as a siiort 
w'ere asstaiihlvd at tliat metdilig, iin 
eluding Thomas ihirUdn, known as 
the ‘'father of imidern bowling/’

The business manager's report for’ 
November was encouraging. In the 
near future there will be any number 
of new jobs starting. 

Our city newspapers have reported 
that in 1955 there will be started a 
'‘Double Tube Harbor Tunnel Cross- 
ing/' This tubt! will be 1,7 miles long 
mulling from Canton in East Balti- 
more to Fairfield in Southeast Balti- 
more passing under the Patapsco 
River. When complete, upon entering 
the tubes in the daylight hours the 
lights at the entrance will \m bright at 
either end, dimming down as you iTach 
the center and brightening as you 
approach the exit. At nighty upon en- 
tering the tunnel the lights will be 
dim and brighten as you reach the 
center, gradually dimming down as 
you roach the exit, 'this will cut out 
sudden cases of blindness. 

All along the tunnel there will be 
walkways and railings. Guards will 
be posted along these walks to assist 
if any emergency arises. Tow trucks 
will he available at all times to get 
disabled cars out of the tunnel. 

The walls will be faced with ce- 


ramic tile. The roa<lways will be 
brick. 

To remove noxious odors there will 
be an elaborate ventilating system, 
controlled from the Fail-field En- 
trance. Also at Fairfield will be the 
toll Plaxa with booths to serve 14 
lanes. These booths will lie equipped 
with up-to-date mechanical and elec^ 
trical equipment to insure accurate 
check on toll collections. 

The approaches wdll total 
miles of modern dual highways. Once 
on the aiip roach a motorist will not 
be able to get off. Naturally, this is 
done to discourage sight seeing only. 
This job is expected to run at least 
three years.

Early History of 
Syracuse, N. Y. Area 

L. V. 13, SYRACILSE, N. Y.— We, in 

Syracuse, are justly jiroud of oar city 
and the reputation it has achieved as 
“the second fastest growing indus- 
ti ial city in the country." Few of us, 
however, are acquainted with its rich 
history that goes back to the period 
when, in about the year UldO the five 
Indian nations inhabiting what is 
now termed “Upstate New York" 
were guided by an inspired Hiawatha 
in effecting a con fed emt ion of their 
nations — afterward called the “Iro- 
quois Confederation" for i>urt>ose of 
defense and mutual Ijenefit. This con- 
federation — the first Li.^ague of Na- 
tions, included the Mohawk, Oneida, 
Onondaga, Cayuga and Seneca In- 
dians. The Onondagas, whose princi- 
pal village was on the present site of 
Syracuse, were chosen as the arbitra- 
tors of all matters affecting the con- 
federation as a whole, including war. 
To them was intrusted the sacred fire 
and in their village was constructed 
the “Long House," the equivalent of 
our own Capitol in Washington, 
Trails from the north, south, east and 
west lead to their village and on them 
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travelf?d the leaders of other Indian 
nations as well as representatives of 
tlie gi eat nations wliose colonies flour- 
ished in this country — The Nether- 
lands, France and Eng-1 and. BJunters, 
fur traders and nnssionaries from as 
far away as Quebec pushed their way 
south across the St. Lawi'ence and 
Lake Ontario to the Osweg-o and down 
Its windinj? course to the Onondaga. 
Others journeyed northward from 
Penn's Philadelphia— al! seeking fa- 
vor with the shrewd and wily chiefs 
of the Onondagas. Among them were 
Champlain and Frontenac of France 
together with the doughty mission- 
aries Fathers Jogues and Le Moyne 
who sought to convert the Onondagas 
— the most difhcult of all. Throughout 
the whole colonial period^ Onondaga 
— the embryonic Syracuse of today, 
was the center of plans and power. 
To Father Le Moyne is credited the 
discovery of the salt wells at the east- 
ern end of Onondaga Lake in 1654 
f?'om which in later yeai'S grew the 
great salt industry that brought pros- 
perity to not only the early settlers 
of Syracuse but to the state as a 
whole, for from the tax placed on 
each bushel of salt produced from the 
wells of Syracuse^ came the money to 
pay for the digging of the most am- 
bitious undertaking of its day — ^the 
Erie Canal. Far sighted pioneers of 
the day% led by , Fames Geddcss of 
Syi'acuse, foresaw the need of better 
transportation facilities than were 
provided by the natural waterways 
and their dreams of the future in- 
spired DeWitt Clinton, twice elected 
governor of New York State^ to fur- 
thei' the [ilans fo]’ a canal from the 
Hudson River to the shores of Lake 
Erie at the western border of the 
state — the frontier of the ISUO's. The 
section of the canal from Utica to the 
Seneca River at Montezuma was com- 
pleted in 1817 and was used to trans- 
poit freight as well as passengers 
horn this city long before the other 
sections of Clinton's Ditch/' as it 
was originally called in derision, were 
completed. A branch of the canal 
from near the present site of our City 
Id all extended to the salt works at 
Salina, near the end of Salina Street 
where It meets the Hiawatha Boule- 
vard today. Later, in 1820, this canal 
was extended to Onondaga Lake and 
through it to the Seneca Rivei- at 
Long Branch becoming, eventually, 
the Oswego Canal with its terminal 
at Oswego. The width of the Erie 
canal was 40 feet on the surface, 28 
feet at the bottom and four feet deep. 
Not a very large canal, to be sure, 
but in its <lay a maiwelous feat and 
the principal gateway to the Great 
Lakes and the Middle West over 
which the nation advanced to ex- 
plore and, later, settle the great fron- 
tier lands that extendeii westward 
from the boundaries of our state. The 
manufacture of salt from the wells of 
Onondaga ct^ased many years ago 


with the discovery of lichei' and more 
available salt deposits else^vhere and 
only the older members of our local 
union can recall the sheds that shel- 
tered the salt works at the eastern 
end of the lake, but salt still domi- 
nates the operation of one of our 
great industries — the Solvay Process 
Company which pumps the salt it 
uses in its processes, from its salt 
wells near Tully, soutli of the city, in 
[)ipe lines through the lands of the 
Onondaga Indian Reservation and 
across the city of Syracuse to its im- 
mense plant on the shore of Onondaga 
Lake. It has been stated that some 
product or by-product of the Solvay 
Process Company entei^s the home of 
nearly every resident of the United 
States in the form of bi-carb of soda, 
cleaners and detergents or glass. The 
influence of Syracuse extends fai^ 
afield! In later letters I should like 
to tell you more about our city and 
the xwxance of its growth — culturally 
and industrially.

Local 567 Assists in 
Newsprint Expansion 

1„ l’. r,fi7. I*0|{TI,AM), MK. Crciit 
Northern Paper Company is increas- 
ing its newsprint production by MHJ 
tons a day by a $38.001}, (KJO exjiansion 
program now being carrie*! on at its 
East Miliinocket Plant. 

This expansion program indudea a 
new method of pre-treatment of hard- 
wood to produce hardwood chemi- 
groundwood pulp. This pulp is 
portioned with regular groundwoexi 
and sulphite pulp to make newspririt. 

The new plant consists of wood 
storage facilities for storing 
cords of wood, a new womi mom 
equippeii with two large bnrkei' 
di'ums. conveyors and auxilini ies. The 
new grinder room will lunist' sixteen 
Great Northern Waterous hydraulic 
pulp grinders which are powered by 
eight 5,0110 ILP. electric motm's. Tlu' 
chfmii-grmindwnod tdanl consiHls of 
white liquor prepai'alion fucilities 
ami large vertical digesters P el 

in <liametej’ ami 50 feet high. Hard- 
wood jHilp hi four foot lengths is 
treated in these digesters hefori' it is 
conveyed to the grinder room. 

The old screen room building ia 
lK*ing remodeled to house nf?w sci een- 
ing efjuipment of the moat modern 
design. What was forrmniy the old 
wood room is now the new water 
filtfU' building where all the fnocf^ss 
water is screened and filtereri. The 
paper machine room is a building oPO 
feet long by 145 feel wide which 
houses two large paper machines 
one is 275 inches wide and the otlier 
2PII inches wide. These macluneH are 
the fastest machines foi- making 
newsprint yet built, travf'ling at a 
toj) speed of 2,5(10 feet tier mi mite. 
There is also a finishing room huild- 
ing, a train shei] with a capaclly of 
25 cai's, a largf^ nuichim' shop, niliee 
building and locker rooms. 


Another impojiunt part of this prt»- 
gram is the (jower plant which con* 
si Sts of two 3IK1.MU0 lb. per hour holl- 
ers operating' on steam pressure of 
1.30(1 psi at a lemperatui’e of 855 de- 
grees F. A steam turbine of 12,5<I0 
Kvv cajiacity has been installed. 2<1P 
lb, steam is exlracled from this tur- 
bine to run the six steam turbines for 
paper machine drives and 40 Ih. steam 
from the exhaust is useii for jn'oeess 
steam. 

Construction forces reached a total 
of 1.760 men with ;t peak number of 
electricians at 1X8. The electrical 
installation on thi,'^ joli was a major 
undertaking including nearly 600 
elcrct ric moLirs of all sixes up lo 5.001 1 
H.P.. switchgears, unit substations, 
distribution system, etc. One inter- 
esting ff'jiture is that the whole 
Gieat Northern Pajier Company mills 
are using 40-cycle jiower. 

As we go into llecember, l.nciil 657 
finds itself with men on its hands, 
'I’his winter hm caught up with us 
and we havf' somi' of the boys on the 
bench, with a few more to go. In 
Limestone, at the Loring Air X'orce 
base, the jobs are shutting down for 
the winter and that means more guys 
available for work elsewhere. 

Jobs in i'^oulh Paiis, Wiscassett 
and E, Hoothhay may start by Janu- 
ary or February. Othei-wise there 
isn't too much activity. 

Personally I am still at E, Milli- 
riocket for Slone and Webster on the 
Great Northern Paper Company job.

Among Most Modern

in the two photographs enclosed are 
a U»52 view and a 1954 Anal showing 
of one of the most modeiTi electrical 
generating plants in this section of 
the country, It’s the new Ohio Edi* 
son Company’s Niles, Ohio power 
plant The ofTidal opening of this 
complicateii electrical nerve center co- 
incided with the 75th Anniversary of 
Thomas A. Edison’s invention of the 
electric light bulb. Yours truly has 
had two occasions to visit this modern 
achievement uf electrical and engi- 
nccriiiK genius, and believe you me if 
any electrician or any person reading 
this article has an opportunity to visit 
such a plant of this type, don’t pass it 
up because you’ll regret it later. 

As you enter the plant, tmined- 
ialfdy in front of you comes to view 
the two l(Wi,(HKJ,nO0 watt Westing- 
liuuse Turho-Geueratoi s, so large that 
one just stares. Looking over the left 
and away up through twelve filones 


of building, the steam producing high 
pressure boilers are partly visible be- 
tween all the electrical controlling 
and I'ccording devices, miles of elec- 
ti’ical and high preftsure steam piping, 
motoi*s of all sizes, huge air cleaning 
and tempering tanks, coal fetnliiig 
tubes, coal storing hopp^^J’St stair after 
stair of steel grating, hundreds of 
duoresceut lights and many other 
things that anyone si.*eing it all woultl 
say, **How could thi*y build so much 
under one roof and make it work!” 
The two high pressure steam 
boilers are operated at 1000 degrees 
and under a terrific pressure of 1650 
pounds. This ts a result of pea-siztnl 
coal being blasted with air into I hem 
at the rate of 13G miles per hour. 
The high pressure steam in turn spins 
the generator driving turbines at n 
speed of 8H2 miles per hour, this 
being the rate at the outer edges of 
the turbine blades.

by bulldozers. Coal is consumed by 
the two boilers to the tune of 104 tons 
per hour. 


All the water used in this gem- 
rating plant is taken from the Mahon- 
ing Itiver and requires over 200,000,- 
000 gallons for u 24 hour period.

Halifax, I hereby take this oppor-

JoruNAL. 

I might say liere that T would be 
pleased to coiTespond with any mem- 
bei's of the IBE\V who are engaged 
in ins}>ect]oii work as I am chief wir- 
ing inspector for the City of Halifax 
and would like very much to trade 
ideas, etc. 

Apprenticeship classes have already 
begun for our winter season and the 
attendance this year is very high 
which is an indication that more in- 
terest is being taken by the appren- 
tices. 

We operate a bit differently here 
than In most cases insofar as jour- 
neymen and apprentices are con- 
cenied. The City of Halifax has a 
wiring ordinance which states that 
lief ore any person can perform any 
wiring work either for himself or for 
a conti-actor he must be the holder 
of a journeyman wireman^s certifi- 
cate. This certificate is obtained by 
a written examination on which the 
candidate must make a passing mark 
of 80 percent along wdth a practical 
test given to the candidate following 
his written test. The Board of Wir- 
ing Examiners then deteimines from 
his marks on both tests vrhether he 
becomes a journeyman wu' reman- 

Work in this area is holding up 
very well and right now there is a 
demand for journeymen.

J* Scott Milne stepped ofT a Pan 
American plane at the Honolulu In- 
ternational Airport, Greeting Mr* 
Milne wei^ representatives of the 
I,B,E,\V* unions in Hawaii, Inlenia- 
Uunul Repivsiniliitive W, K* Eli, 
A*F.L. Organizer A, S, Reilc, General 
Hepresentntive of the Carpenters 
John O’Donnell, and Business Repre- 
sentative of the Honolulu Carpenters' 
Organization S. Ynnagi* 

President Milne came to Hawaii to 
meet with other lop A*F*L* leaders, 
Mr. Rolwrt Byron, President of thi' 
Sheet Metal Workers' hiternationul 
Association; Mr. Richard J. Gray, 
President of the A,F,L. Bull fling 
Trades Department; Mr* A, T* Wynn 
of San Frnneisco, Secretary-Treasure 
er of the Buy Cities Metal Trades 
Council; Mr. Eds%aid J* Li'uiiurtl 
Sherman Oaks, California, Vice Pres- 
ident of the International Plnsten?rs' 
Union: Mr, V^iefor Swanfion, Vice 
President of the A*K.L, Operating 
Engineers; Mr, Lee I*ulor, Vice Presi- 
rleni of llie A*F,L* Lal>orers’ Union;

There is a ;M>tentta1 
of some O.OtiO woi'kers that presently 
are not represented by any labor or- 
ganization in the !m tiding trades. 


Presidem Milne stayed five shoit 
days in Honolulu and he had a heavy 
schc<fule of meetings with the above 
labor representatives. There was no 
concrete program emanating from 
this series of meetings. However, it is 
our understanding that the building 
trades officials will meet next year, 
possibly In February, to outline a 
definite fU’ogram, As we see it, there 
is a need in Hawaii for a uni fieri and 
concentrated organizing drive by the 
affiliates of the building trades or- 
gamzutioii* 

President Milne is no stranger to 
Hawaii. He was bei-e during the war 
years, in 1943, as Vice President of 
the Ninth District, and he was in- 
strumental in securing our first 
agreement with the Hawaiian FRectHc 
Company* 

Besides attending the building 
trades meetings, President Milne at- 
tended the Executive Board meetings 
of Local Unions llSfi and 12B0, He 
also spent several hours renewing old 
acquaintances made while in Hawaii 
lireviously* A nunilKM’ of events were 
scheduled foi' T'rrsident Milne, the 
highlight of whicli was a farewell 
Jaimnese tea hnuse party attended 
by the wives and officers of Local 
Unions I ISO and I2f>0. In a charming 
setting in one of the oldest tea houses 
in Hawaii, overlooking the City of 
Honolulu, guests sat ciTiss-legn^ «n 
square cushions before low tables 
laden with various exotic and tasty 
Japanese dislu's; such as, shoyu 
chicken, shrimfi tempura, Inhflter 
salad* frog legs, sashimi (raw fish- 
yellow fin tuna. Incidentally, many a 
mainlandcr visiting Hawaii inwardly 
shuddei*s a I I he idea of dining on raw 
fish but in most cases sashimi is a 
gastronomic delight.), steamed mullet, 
tako (octopus to you), sushi, etc* The 
food was served by kimono-clad wait- 
resses* Everyone had a good time and 
it can Ik* said here that Brother Milne 
tasted ev*ery dish that was offered 
to him and enjoyed each immensely. 

While driving about the city. Presi- 
dent Milne had occasion to view the 
nearly cunipletiHl imwer plant which 
is lieing erected by the Hawaiian 
Electric Company. The Conijiany ex- 
pects to put a rvew generator into op- 
eration that will add 50,000 kilowatts 
to its power cupahilities, and there is 
no doubt that by the time this article 
is printed, the plant will he com pic toil 
and in operation* 

This new power plant will cost 
more than $10,000,000*00, and plans 
were made to Incorporate a twin of 
the new generator which shouhl be 
installed in the next few yeai*s. Con- 
struction of this new power plant be- 
gan in 1953 and with the completion 
of this plant, it will bring the total 
of thiw power plants supplying elec- 
tric energy to the people of Honolulu. 
The total power potential is 270,000 
kilowatts. This will be used to supply

lulu Harbor, a unique cooling system 
has been rnstalled m the most natural 
way. By a system of underground 
tunnels, sea water will be pumped in 
one side of the plant and out the 
othej-, cooling the* mechanism on its 
way and ixdurned \varme<l to the har- 
lior. Water wil! he pumped in and 
out of the coaling system at the rate 
of G(t,000 gallons per minute, or 1,000 
galloits a second. 

A modern novelty was an installa- 
tion of a 44 kv gas-fillod cable in 
Older to make undergroiiiKl connec- 
tions between the plant and two 
transmission siib-statimis in midtown 
Honolulu. Underground installations 
are below sea level, meaning the cable 
is untler water. In the event a leak 
develops, gas leaks out ] preventing 
water from getting into the cable. 
This leak will then show on a pres- 
sure gauge installed alK>ve ground 
and the ufTected part cun then be 
readily isolated. Trouble can thus 
he located and conecli'<l iMTore any 
serious damage can occur to the cable. 

The gas that is used is pure nitro 
gen, which is non-inflammahle and 
non-oxplosive. Inc id on tally, corrosion 
and termites me among the loading 
causes of elect rte cable danmge in 
Honolulu, The company used the 
above means to avoid stringing its 
lines over downtown Honolulu sta- 
tions. All lines out of the tknvntown 
power plant are underground. 

We might a<ld that practically all 
of the personnel that will be opera- 
ting the power plant are members of 
our organisation. 

Speaking of members, the Hawai- 
ian delegation at the recent Interna* 
tional Convention in Chicago renevv'ed 
acquaintances with Brother llavid 


McClimg and his wife, Millie, Broth- 
er McCiung was very active in our 
organization, and served on numeious 
committees. He also was a former 
president and representative of our 
organization.

In our previous article we reported 
on the continual rise of un employ 
ment, Howev'^er, the latest figures 
show that since the establishment of 
an emergency progi‘am by the Gover- 
jujr i>f Hawaii, iinem[)loyment is on a 
downward tiend. But, a greatei^ pro- 
gram and more funds are needed to 
reduce this unemi>!oyment situation 
satisfactorily. 

We are happy to report that in the 
recent elections on November 2, Ha- 
waii, like the mainland, has gone 
Democratic. For the first time in 52 
years, the Democrats control the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature, Out of 22 can- 
didates endorsed by labor, 16 were 
elected.

2. The joint efforts of labor organi- 
zations, 

4, The splendid background and 
qualifications of the candidates from 
the Democratic Party,

tions and results of the llemocrat- 
com rolled H155 Legislature.

Overtime Hard on 
Related Industries

months have sptal along and soon ne- 
gotiations will be underway for a 
new erm tract. Most of us are willing 
to trust this to the committee and 
then through tho ensuing year grum- 
ble because we didiPt get move, cash 
added to our pay check. When we 
have our metdings Lo discuss changes 
we should have 100 percent attend- 
ance. 

Wo have heard much about unem- 
ployment in these Now England 
States for the past few months, but 
luckily Wheelers has kept all its help 
ami hired more. Some have been 
working overt iJne, which seems lo be 
one of the causes of unemployment 
ill related iiMiustries. 

Whim our lab<u' uni<ms organized it 
was to rut down the long hours as 
much fis to stand together for better 
pay. 

During the war years, when man- 
power was on the battlefield it was 
necessary to have overtime, which 
was well taken care of by our labor 
unions, but now, it seems that over- 
time \s defeating the shorter hour 
clause in labor unions. 

Some say that with the high cost of 
living they cannot earn enough to 
support their families without that 
overtime and its contracted time-and- 
a-half pay. Why then we ghould have 
more pay per hour. 

It has been several years since our 
hourly pay has been added to. Last 
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year it was pointed out to us that 
we were livini? in a cost area," 

and we have wondeiod just wliat that 
means. We all drive to other towns 
to buy at a lower rate our clothes and 
gj’oceries. Gas costs 10 cents more 
per gallon here than across the line 
into Rhode Island and vve can get 
higher wages there. 

Maybe we have been buncoed. We 
who have worked at W heelers for so 
many years ha’i'c no <lesire to sec the 
flay when theie is such a small profit 
iri our product as to cause Wheelers 
to go out of business; but there must 
be a reason for the non-profit years 
since we do not soil our product in 
the low-cost area. We needn’t take a 
iovv’ price for what we produce be- 
cause theie arc no finer goods munu- 
ractured in any part of the woild. Wo 
know that, and arc proud to put into 
our work our best. Hut after eight 
hours a worker ha.srdt the energy to 
give his best to labor. Management 
must pay a half more for the work, 
and there is an overhead cost that 
takes away the profit, A fresh new 
worker on an extra shift would be 
cheaper. Let's be patriotic! Let's 
share. 

Our thanksgiving comes now m the 
fuel that for the first time in 20 years 
there is peace al! aver the world. 
Howe%^er, that must mean a job for 
the boys who will soon be coming 
home from the wars.
